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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The present claims are deemed allowable over the references of record since the 
references of record fail to disclose or render obvious the claimed magnetic sensor 
limitations. 

While the prior art of record disclose magnetic sensors similar structure as the 
claimed magnetic sensor, the prior art of record fail to teach or render obvious a 
magnetic sensor meeting the claimed structural limitations in addition to the specific 
composition and crystal structures of the nonmagnetic metal layer, the 
antiferromagnetic layer and the fixed magnetic layer.

Examiner's Comments 

3. In order to clarify the record, the Examiner notes that Hasegawa et al. (U.S. 
Patent App. No. 2004/0004792 A1 ) discloses a magnetic sensor similar in structure to 
the claimed magnetic sensor, including the use of an antiferromagnetic layer having a 
central region that is nonmagnetic and formed of the same material as the adjacent 
antiferromagnetic layers. However, Hasegawa et al. (792 A1) fail to teach or render 
obvious the claimed limitations with regard to the crystal structures of the nonmagnetic 
layer, the antiferromagnetic layer and the fixed (first) magnetic layer, especially since 
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the antiferromagnetic layer disclosed in Hasegawa et al. ('792 A1 ) is disposed above 
the free magnetic layer, not the fixed magnetic layer.
